The State Water Resources Control Board
(SWRCB) will hold a public workshop to receive
information on the California Colorado River
Water Use Plan (California Plan) and other issues
concerning water supply in Imperial Valley and
coastal
southern California.  The working draft of
the California Plan can be downloaded from the
Colorado River Board’s website at
http://www.crb.ca.gov (click on reports).

BACKGROUND ON COLORADO RIVER
WATER SUPPLY

Southern Californians depend on the Colorado
River for much of their day-to-day water needs.
In recent years, the reliance on Colorado River
water has expanded beyond California’s basic
apportionment, 4.4 million acre-feet per year.
This over-dependence has been possible
because, until recently, the states of Arizona and
Nevada were not using their full apportionment.
California needs to

reduce its dependence on Colorado River

supplies and ultimately ensure that its use does not
exceed 4.4 million acre-feet per year.

Other states with rights to the Colorado River
have agreed to a plan that would allow California
a 15-year interim period to develop conservation
measures and other actions, which will enable the
state to limit its water use to its basic
apportionment.

WORKSHOP ISSUES

The purpose of the workshop is to receive
information on the status of California’s Colorado
River Water Use Plan and the various water
conservation measures and management
techniques that are an integral part of that plan.

PROCEDURAL MATTERS
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This is an informal workshop.  There will be no
sworn testimony or cross-examination of
participants, but the SWRCB and its staff may
ask clarifying questions.

Participants are encouraged to provide written
comments by 5:00 p.m. on Friday, November
2, 2001.  The SWRCB requests that 15 copies
of written comments be sent to:

Participants are encouraged to summarize their
written comments in their oral presentations.
Public water agencies will be allowed thirty
minutes to present their reports.  In the event a
public agency chooses to be represented by
multiple individuals from the agency, the SWRCB
requests the combined presentation be limited to
30 minutes to ensure that all participants have an
opportunity to participate in the workshop.  Oral
presentations by others may be limited to five
minutes or less.  Participants with similar
comments are requested to make joint
presentations.
